F o r Early Flower* 
E 
ARLIER blooming of some of the 
popular garden flowers may be 
obtained by planting them indoors 
about six week* before they are to 
be set out in the open. They should 
he placed outdoors, of course, only 
after the ground lias warmed and 
all danger of frost is past. 
A few of the flowers which may 
be planted early indoors include the 
delphinium, pink, gaillardia, lobelia, 
myosotis, pansy, 
Iceland 
poppy, 
salvia, stock and verbena. 
The following may be planted in­ 
doors a week or two later. Ager• 
atum, snapdragon, aster, dahlia, 
nicotiana,

Raw m aterial for seamless pipe 
produced on a M annesm ann mill 
is a round bar which has

In 
both processes the first operations 
arc softening the raw m aterial by 
heating to a tem perature between 
1925 and 2200 degrees Fahrenheit 
and then piercing a hole through 
the entire length of the material.
